EMPLOYMENT OFFICE 
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POWDER 
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FROM WAR TO BUSINESS ' 


We have heard much about the number 


of servicemen who hope to go into business 
for themselves after discharge. Some busi- 
nessmen have been concerned, about the pos- 
sible failures resulting. The War"Department 
and other organizations, which have inquired 
into this, have turned up some interesting 
facts. 


Perhaps seven per cent, or some 550,000 


soldiers, intend to start out for themselves, 
and four per cent more have "tentative 
plans." During the first two years of the 
war, it is estimated that 530,000 small busi- 
nesses ceased to operate, or just about 
enough to leave room for the veterans who 
want to try it. 


So far as actual performance is concerned, 


the questioning of veterans already returned 
to civilian life reveals considerable caution. 
Most of them feel that circumstances are too 
uncertain, and present difficulties of admin- 
istration too great, to make them want to 
start now. Instead, they are going back to 
school, or into paid jobs, in order to learn 
and gain experience. 


Furthermore, very few of those who are 


opening up now have applied for GI loans. 
Their own savings, or the help of families 
and friends, is enough to carry them. So 
the outlook all around seems reasonably 
hopeful.

Russia by Japan would help lhe

The Japanese will take note of 


the fact that the Russo-Japanese 
neulralily pact has by no means 
expired but has a year to run. 
Only notification of an intention to

>een given. 
The wording of lhe 


Russian slatement indicates that 
he Soviet Union intends to abide 
by the neutrality pact for one 
year more unless Japan does some- 
thing lo provoke retaliation.

The offer for free assistance 
lo children suffering from diabetes 
was made by Dr. Frederick W. 
Williams during a symposium on 
the treatment of diabetes 
which 


followed the business meeting of 
the medical society. 


The spring meeting of the Medi- 


cal Society of Ulster county was 
held at the Governor Clinton Hotel 
Wednesday evening and was the 
largest attended meeting of the 
society in over five years. Many 
guest physicians from Poughkeep- 
sie, Ncwburgh 
and 
Middlctown 


swelled the attendance and gave 
lively discussion on the 
disease 


diabetes which is so prevalent to- 
day. 


Following Ihe business session 


of the medical society a "scientific 
session" was held with Dr. M. 
Klizabolh Moore, chairman, pre- 
siding over the symposium on the 
treatment of diabetes. Four top- 
notch speakers from New York 
were present. Dr. Herman 0. 
Mosenlhal, F.A.C.P., D-1M., phy- 
sician at post graduate and Beile- 
vue Hospitals; consulting physic- 
ian.

While 
at the camp the children will be 
trained as to diet, exercise, hy- 
giene and the testing of speci- 
mens for sugar and finaly the ad- 
ministration of the life saving in- 
sulin. Trained registered nurses 
dietitians and a physician will be 
in attendance at the camp at all 
times. 
Dr. Williams 
said this 


service would be free and urged 
that parents of children or their 
physician refer any diabetic chile 
to Camp Nyda this summer.

consumer-members come and pur- 
chase their milk. The prevailing 
price is 15 cents per quart <ie 
livered in a paper container ant 
there is no return bottle involved 
in the transaction. 
In addition 


to purchasing milk at 15 cents 
per quart each member of the co- 
operative organization receives a 
dividend from earnings. This divi- 
dend it was stated amounts to I* 
cents on every hundred quarts ol 
milk and one-half of such divi 
dcnd is paid to the producer anc 
one-half to the consumer. Since 
many people in New York cit; 
purchase several quarts of mill 
each day the 714 cent dividend 
per each 100 quarts of milk will 
amount to a considerable sum 
the course of a year. 


Among the supply depots from 


which milk is distributed is the 
Madison Square Church House of 
the Rev. Mr. Boyer. It was stated 
that the milk is received at the 
creameries and shipped in bulk to 
New York city where it is bottled 
and then distributed. The pres- 
ent distribution is about 50,000 
quarts per day in New York city 
from 
the 
various 
distribution 
points. 


Unique in the plan is the idea 
that every purchaser of milk is a 
member of the co-operative or- 
ganization and each consumer is 
entitled to a vote in the selection 
of directors. In order to purchase 
milk at one of the supply depots, 
one must become a member of the 
organization and thereby becomes 
eligible to participate in the man- 
agement of the business. In the 
past three years the distribution 
has increased and this expansion 
made necessary the acquiring of 
the additional plant at New Paltz.

Whatever way you look at it, 


Russia's denunciation of her neu- 
trality pact with Japan Is a mo- 
mentous development which fully 
Justifies the jubilation being ex- 
pressed among the Allies. 


True, this denunciation in itself 


doesn't necessarily mean that the 
Soviet Union if going to war with 
Nippon — a 
point 
which 
we 


fhouldn't 
overlook. 
We should 


have learned by this time that 
Russia's moves cannot be taken 
for granted, but that we mast 
wait for Moscow to call the turn. 
That is, the public must wait. 
What Marshal Stalin may have 
confided to President Roosevelt 
and 
British 
Prime 
Minister 


Churchill is an unknown quantity. 


However, the denunciation cer- 


tainly does mean that the Soviet 
has cleared decks for possible ac- 
tion. It would be an easy step 
Irom this to actual war, especially 
since the Muscovites charge that 
Japan has been aiding Germany 
against Russia—a patent truth, as 
Tokyo and Berlin are comrades at 
arms. 


One very important aspect of 


the Russian move lies in its un- 
doubtedly good effect on relations 
among the Big Three. It strength- 
ens the partnership—a particular- 
ly happy circumstance in view of 
the approaching security confer- 
ence in San Francisco, since that 


bids fair to produce problems 
which will call for all the good will 
that can bo mustered. 


Another immediate effect will be 


to make (he Mikado's government 
sit up and face the old, old ques- 
tion of whether crime pays. Rus- 
sia soon will be free of the Euro- 
pean conflict, and if she turns her 
mighty striking power against Ja- 
pan, 
along with that of Britain 


and the United States, it will be 
just too bad for the little men of 
Nippon, ,'is they well known. And 
to this the fact that Ihe official 
Japanese broadcasts don't even try 
To conceal the government's fear 
and worry over the trend of the 
war, 
and you have something. 


If Tokyo has had any thoughts 


of seeking peace, this Is the ap- 
pointed hour for the move—an- 
other Kern which Moscow hasn't 
overlooked in Hs denunciation. In- 
deed, there may be significance in 
the fact that Russia's notification 
coincided with the fall of war- 
monger General Koiso's cabinet 
and the Mikado's designation of 
Admiral Baron Suzuki to succeed 
the general. 


Glenn Babb, Associated Press 


foreign news editor who for many 
years was A.P. chief of burcua In 
Tokyo, says Suzuki "may be the 
front man lor a Japanese peace 
offensive." Babb points out that 
the Baron belongs to the Liberal 
group and wasn't identified with 
the militaristic clique which forc- 
ed Japan into conquest and war 
against the United States.
